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HIGHLIGHTS : 


First  weekly  trend  posted  in  the  records  for  the  new  year  on  grains  and  soybeans 
lower.  This  is  no  big  surprise  as  market  indicators  for  1997  pointing  in  the 
opposite  direction  from  this  time  a  year  ago.  Wheat  1  to  10  cents  lower.  Corn  7 
to  8  cents  lower.  Sorghum  15  to  16  cents  lower.  Soybeans  3  cents  lower  to  6  cents 
higher.  Producers  had  a  very  merry  1996;  good  crops,  good  prices,  and  a  good 
government  check.  However,  grain  and  soybeans  bids  starting  out  the  new  year  at 
a  different  level  from  last  year,  substantially  lower  with  the  most  decline  on 
corn.  Trend  indicators,  such  as  holding  stocks  and  futures  contracts  suggest  an 
opposite  direction  from  a  year  ago.  This  is  not  all  bad  news  as  the  Board  quotes 
still  have  some  profits  written  in  if  production  does  not  get  dried,  frozen  or 
drown  out.  Farmers  are  hoping  for  a  friendly  Mother  Nature  and  some  good 
export  orders .
